Yes.  We're  taking  advantage  of  the  plan  you  have  for  allowing

Of  course;,  the  small  area  we  take  over  wonH 
amount  to  much  in  so  large  a burn®  But  it  will  be  a 
beginning^  at  least o

how  small  the  planting  is.  Every  acre  you  get  planted  is 
just  that  much  more  help  for  the  forest*
